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The enrollment at Auburn has exceed¬ 
ed all expectations. Hard times that so 
limit our imaginations as well as our in¬ 
comes seem to have no 
ENROLLMENT undesirable effects up- 
GREAT on our college attend¬ 
ance. Eight hundred 
dred and more young men and young 
women have acknowledged that they 
owned no fire arms and sworn not to 
disobey the regulations too often or too 
flagrantly. Never within the memory of 
man has a freshman class so made its 
presence felt. Being nearly three hun¬ 
dred strong, they take possession wher¬ 
ever they go, quartering themselves in 
the windows when the seats no longer 
hold them. If we had the money, we 
should pull down the old section rooms 
and build larger ones, but thereby hangs 
a tale. Already there are more boys in 
college than ever before, and no doubt 
the total enrollment will surpass all for¬ 
mer records. 


The Department of Education has be¬ 
gun its work with flattering prospects. 
A large number of students from almost 
all departments have elected courses in 
education. Prof. Z. Y. 

DEPARTMENT Judd, who is head of 
OF EDUCATION the department, comes 
to us with a splendid 
record as leader of educational forces in 
his native state, North Carolina. 


A large number of graduates have, 
from the founding of the college till to¬ 
day, gone into the teaching profession; 
and now, with these increased advan¬ 
tages of professional training, this num¬ 
ber should grow decidedly. 


Last year Auburn participated in three 
intercollegiate debates. The Tulane de¬ 
bate and North Carolina A. & M. de¬ 
bates were held in Auburn and created 
a great deal of 
INTERCOLLEGIATE enthusiasm among 
DEBATES the students. This 
year Mississippi 
A. & M. and possibly other colleges will 
be placed on the schedule. The old time 
interest in the speaker’s art bids fair to 
revive in the Wirt and Websterian So¬ 
cieties as well as in the college organi¬ 
zations. The question of awarding the 
college “A” to winners of debating con¬ 
tests is being raised and if plans for 
1915-16 materialize, as they should, Au¬ 
burn will take part in five or more in¬ 
tercollegiate debating and oratorical 
contests. 


Very few colleges in the South really 
desire the one year rule of eligibility re¬ 
quirements for football candidates. So 
strong was this feeling at the meeting of 
the S. I. A. A. officials 
THE ONE last fall that two divisions 
YEAR RULE of the Association were 
authorized; for those en¬ 
forcing the one-year rule, Class A; for 
those who did not like it, Class B. Au¬ 
burn has always advocated the policy of 
excluding first year men from the team 
line-ups, because this arrangement seem¬ 
ed to be the best way of preventing pro¬ 
fessionalism; and consequently emphat¬ 
ically opposed the partial but effectual 
repeal of the rule. As was predicted, the 
scramble for seats in Class B was so 
strenuous that during the past summer 
practically all of the strong teams in¬ 
cluded on Auburn’s schedule had de¬ 
clared their intentions of using first year 
men. Due to the non-uniformity with 
which the rule applied, Auburn tender¬ 
ed her resignation to the Association. If 
at any time a re-organization can be ef¬ 
fected or a new association formed, the 
rules of which will fit all alike, then Au¬ 
burn stands ready to enter with spirit 
and fervor. In the meantime Auburn 
athletics will be conducted on the same 
high plane with Prof. B. B. Ross as 
Chairman of the Faculty Committee on 
Athletics.

FOOTBALL PROSPECTS FOR 1915. 


The local training season for the com¬ 
ing season of gridiron sport began Sept. 
10th, and now that practically all the 
candidates are reporting daily it is pos¬ 
sible to get some line on the probable 
team for 1915. 

Any squad that loses eleven from 
eighteen men could hardly be said to 
enjoy extremely good prospects for a 
victorious season, but when it is known 
that of these eleven men who will never 
again wear Orange and Blue on Southern 
gridirons, at least eight were unanimous¬ 
ly regarded as All-Southern men, then 
can Auburn’s loss be realized. From the 
line we lose Pitts, center; Thigpen, 
guard; Louisell, Culpepper, Martin, 
tackles, and Robinson and Kearley, ends. 
The heady Arnold and the fleet Hart will 
never again skirt'an end; nor will “Red” 
Harris shatter an opponents line, nor 
Lindsay stop an opponent’s plunge. They 
belong now to the glorious past. 

But we have left: Taylor, at guard, cap¬ 
able of becoming the greatest guard the 
South has ever seen and determined to do 
so; Sample who was used at substitute 
tackle and guard, and who will hold a 
regular berth at tackle; Robinson with 
his 168 pounds of grit and bones who 
will fall heir to Pitt’s position, but who 
could hardly be expected to rule with as 
strong an arm; Steed who will be shifted 
at end to show his prowess; Hairston 
and Prendergast for the halves and Bidez 
alone to plunge. 

With this condition Auburn followers 
are withal very enthusiastic for they 
have confidence in the Auburn system 
of developing players and the Auburn 
Spirit for winning games. They have 
confidence in Mike Donahue to again 
send a winner to the front for “Old Au¬ 
burn’s sake.” And we doubt not that he 
.will fulfill their hopes. 

But let us return to a review of the ma¬ 
terial for the eleven. Sample having 
succeeded Louisell at left tackle, the oth¬ 
er tackle will be played by Jack Wynne 
of the 1913 squad, whose return brought 
strength to the Auburn line and joy to 
Auburn men’s hearts. Among the leading 
candidates for substitute berth are 
Davis from last year’s scrubs and 
Goodwin, a new comer from Al¬ 
bertville, but who will be eligible for a 
number of the games. Taylor will hold 
forth at right guard and for the other 
hole we have Fricke, Beard, Campbell 
and Shotts, all fighting valiantly for the 
allotment. They are experienced scrubs 
with almost the necessary weight. Steed 
will draw one end and for the other there 
will be a lively scrap between Pete Bon¬ 


ner and Chapman, scrubs, and Jones a 
new candidate from Castle Heights. 

Bidez, captain of the team, is back at 
his old stand at fullback with his 
old time drive. Wren and Ricken- 
baker, holdovers and DuCote, from 
Spring Hill, will get good workouts at 
fullback. Hairston at left half and Pren¬ 
dergast at right half are fixtures and 
Scott, Adkins and Bradley Saunders will 
furnish the reserve strength. Coughman 
at quarter is having things pretty much 
his own way, but he is a hard worker 
and an experienced gridironist as he 
cavorted for three seasons for the Clem- 
son Tigers, though never as a quarter¬ 
back. 

There may be others to step into the 
select squad, but just at present those 
mentioned seem to enjoy the best pros¬ 
pects for battling for the Orange-Blue. 
Summing it all up, for 1915 Auburn will 
have the lightest, the greenest eleven she 
has put on the field in many a year, but 
she will have one of the grittiest teams 
ever and the best of spirit prevails, so 
with the backing the team will receive 
from the alumni and the student body 
there is no reason why the team should 
not give a good account of itself.

Also the twelve days 
between Vanderbilt and Tech can be 
used to advantage in recuperating suf¬ 
ficiently to meet the strong Yellow Jack¬ 
et squad. 


FOOTBALL COACHES. 

Some time back Auburn inaugurated 
the alumni system of assistant football 
coaches and this system has proven high¬ 
ly successful. With Mike Donahue as 
the head coach, each year some two or 
three alumni have been chosen to assist 
him with the squad, one man taking 
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charge of the “scrubs” and another look¬ 
ing after the greener men. 

This season we have with us again Mr. 
Reynolds Ticnenor, ’9(5, who will look 
after the “scrubs” and “Bill” Louisell, ex- 
’15, who will have charge of another 
squad. 

Tiehenor is one of the stars of the older 
days and has returned to Auburn on 
other occasions to assist with the football 
squad. In 1912 when Donahue was down 
with fever, Tiehenor came down from At¬ 
lanta and took charge of the crippled 
squad and whipped them into a highly 
creditable team. He is one of the most 
popular coaches, both with the alumni 
and the players, that ever worked for Au¬ 
burn. Bill Louisell has completed his 
four years on an Auburn team and is an 
experienced lineman. He will be of aid 
in whipping into shape the line material. 


FOOTBALL MANAGER. 

T. B. Howie, of Anniston, Ala., was 
last spring elected manager of the 1915 
football team and his selection has prov¬ 
en a wise one as Howie has the con¬ 
fidence of the authorities and is popular 
with the team members and the student 
bodv. He is a graduate of the class of 
1915. 


FOOTBALL CAPTAIN. 

P. R. Bidez, full back, was unanimous¬ 
ly chosen to head the Auburn football 
team of 1915, and with all his pep and 
fight he is on the job working with his 
team-mates and filling them with the de¬ 
termination to make this the greatest year 
in the history of Auburn football de¬ 
spite the great loss suffered with eleven 
regulars gone. 

Bidez only weighs 148 but he is one of 
the most terrific line plungers the South 
has known and last season was paid this 
compliment by the sporting editor of the 
Atlanta Georgian. “This Bidez when 
first in a game catapults through the line 
and reminds one of the shots from the 
German efficient gun, the Krupp.” 

Any wav Bidez can be counted upon 
to fight with all the power and force he 
possesses and his work will be an inspi¬ 
ration to Wren, DuCote and any other 
would-be full backs. 


WITH THE YOUNG MEN’S CHRISTIAN 
ASSOCIATION. 


With the beginning of the year 1915- 
1916, in which prospects point to a re¬ 
cord enrollment, the officers of the 
Young Men’s Christian Association, are 
laying plans for a record year in Associa¬ 
tion work. Preparation for the year’s 
work begun last spring when a large del¬ 
egation from Auburn attended the cour¬ 
ses of instruction offered at the Southern 


Student Conference at Blue Ridge, N. C. 
The stay at the Conference was made 
more pleasant through the accomoda¬ 
tions offered in the beautiful little cot¬ 
tage (Auburn-Brenau) which was built 
by subscription of the students of Auburn 
and the Brenau of Gainesville. 

The association work at the opening 
consisted in meeting the trains and aid¬ 
ing new students in securing good room¬ 
ing places and seeing that they get well 
started into college work. The feature 
of the week was the Y. M. C. A. “Mixer” 
held in Smith Hall. All students were 
invited and the new mingled with the old 
students, meeting old friends and making 
new acquaintances. The Auburn band 
furnished excellent music and in the 
grand march over 700 students partici¬ 
pated, over 400 getting their first inspi> 
ration of college spirit, as displayed by 
the Auburn student body. 

The Y. M. C. A. is planning bigger 
things and the slogan now is “500 stu¬ 
dents for Bible Study and Mission 
Study.” 


A RECORD ENROLLMENT AND ITS AC¬ 
COMPANYING PROBLEM. 


With the opening of college it was ea?y 
to see that all records for total enroll¬ 
ment would be broken and this early lead 
in the number of matriculates has been 
maintained. As we go to press the total 
enrollment is 819, just 95 ahead of the 
enrollment at a similar date last season 
and 46 more than the total reached ail 
last year. 

There are in Auburn now more than 
50 more boys than were here at any time 
last year. If the proportionate number 
of students who enter after this date is 
maintained the total enrollment for the 
year will approach 900, and at least fall 
between 880 and 900. But at any rate all 
records will be broken. 

With this increased enrollment the 
problem of caring for the boys in the 
shops and laboratories is becoming a 
serious one. There is no such thing as 
adequately caring for this record num¬ 
ber. The laboratories are all crowded 
to overflowing. Just for example in one 
section of Chemical Laboratory work 
there are over 120 students and only 78 
desks available. The largest lecture 
room in the Chemical Building will seat 
90 men, and the Freshman Chemistry 
class already numbers over 325. In ord¬ 
er to care for this number the class has 
been divided into six sections and five 
of these sections have to be met in other 
buildings scattered over the campus. 

The Legislature of 1911 realized this 
pressing need and appropriated $200,000 
for new buildings and $10,000.00 a year 
for maintenance. The Governor released 
one-half of this amount, but the $100,000 
that was to be used for a new Chemical 
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Building and a Veterinary Building and 
for new shops and laboratories was nev¬ 
er released. 

The present legislature passed a bill 
“continuing and confirming” this $100,- 
000 which Auburn should have received 
long ago, but stated that it should be re¬ 
leased when the Governor saw tit. 
The problem that confronts Au¬ 
burn would be less difficult if it were 
known that the money so unanimously 
voted Auburn by the Legislative Bodies of 
our State would be available. 

The Governor has the power to relieve 
to a great extent the present condition of 
affairs and thus it is for the sake of 
eight hundred odd boys, who are striving 
to secure a technical education in the 
“oldest technical school in the South,” 
and in the name of the thousands of 
former students of this institution, who 
are interested in the logical and ns*- 
ral development and expansion of Al¬ 
burn as a technical college, that we make 
our appeal. 


FIRST MASS MEETING OF YEAR. 


The first mass meeting of the year was 
held in Langdon Hall, Friday night, 
September 17th, and was one of the best 
initial gatherings ever held at Auburn 
according to “old timers.” Besides the 
Auburn contingent of alumni, Hunter 
McDuffie, ’06, of River Ridge, Ala., was 
back for the occasion. 

The following account as published 
iiT the Orange and Blue gives a “rats” 
impression of the occasion: 

Last Friday night a mass meeting was 
called to educate Rats in football man¬ 
ners. The Pied Piper of Hamlin must 
have been at work, for rats came from 
far and wide, because a truce had been 
declared with the cats, and the little ro¬ 
dents were glad to be from under cover, 
without having to duck their tails and 
run. The ignorant creatures were sort of 
scared at first, but when the music began 
to play, the rats and cats began to shout 
as one large bellowing tiger. All of the 
animals shed their surplus furs, and coats 
were piled high in the aisles. Some of 
the rats must have had tobacco bugs on 
them, because the atmosphere became 
quite hazy. Then Leach, with a speech, 
presided over the meeting. Lovelace 
talked of his love for the team, and Gib¬ 
son spoke of the honor of old A. P. I.

The Auburn wireless station was open¬ 
ed the 22nd, and when it was announced 
to the faculty that communication had 
been established with Montgomery the 
faculty and students decided to make the 
first message one of greetings to the 
Governor. 

The message dated at 5 o’clock was re¬ 
ceived in Montgomery by Captain Amer- 
ine of the Signal Corps, in charge of the 
wireless station in Montgomery and de¬ 
livered by him in person to the Gover¬ 
nor. The message read:

“The Faculty and eight-hundred and 
five students send greetings by wireless 
in this, the first message transmitted from 
this station to Montgomery.

The Auburn 
wireless station was established at Au¬ 
burn in 1913 through the generosity of 
Miller Reese Hutchinson, a former stu¬ 
dent of Auburn, who is now chief assist¬ 
ant in the laboratories of Thomas A. Edi¬ 
son. 


PROF. FULLAN’S WORK IN NATIONAL 
CIRCLES. 

The work of Prof. Fullan at Auburn 
has long ago attracted National attention 
and during the summer he was active in 
appearing before National Associations 
and outlining his work. 

His address before the Science Section 
of the National Educational Association 
on the “Correlation of Physics with Man¬ 
ual Training” was well received and in 
connection with this work Prof. Fullan 
was asked to prepare his address that it 
might be published by the Association in 
bulletin form. As a recognition of the 
lead he is taking in this work he was 
asked to edit for publication papers by 
members of the Science section upon 
Physics and was appointed a member 
of the joint committee on 'Physics Teach¬ 
ing. 

He also delivered an address before the 
Conference of the Society for Practical 
Astronomy at the University of Chicago. 
In this address he explained a new meth¬ 
od for testing Telescopic Specula, as de¬ 
veloped here at Aubuin. This method 
originated with Prof. Fullan and was 
developed by Messrs. F easier, Seyforth, 
Prosser and McKissick, whd were post 
graduates last year. J

ATHL ETICS. 


Auburn men are always in demand as 
athletic instructors and they have gone 
to high schools and colleges in Alabama 
and in the South where they will ex¬ 
pound the principles and introduce the 
style of football which has made Au¬ 
burn famous. 

There are a large number of old men 
now in this work. Rabbitt Harris at 
Jacksonville, Kirk Newell at Blountsville, 
and Eugene Caton at Howard being not¬ 
able examples of star performers who 
have become famous instructors. 

But the above picture includes the men 
of the team of 1914, who have assumed 
this new role and whose career will be 
watched with interest. They have all se¬ 
cured good positions and should establish 
reputations for themselves and for Au¬ 
burn. 

Culpepper is one of the sturdiest line¬ 
men ever developed at Auburn. He was a 
conscientious performer and a student of 
the game. He never starred for he was 
played at tackle and guard, sacrificing 
any chance he had for fame for the wel¬ 
fare of the team. He did not receive 
much notoriety for Louisell and Steed 
were at tackle and Taylor and Thigpen 
were all-southern guards. He has accept¬ 
ed a position as instructor and coach in 
the West Tennessee Normal School of 
Memphis, Tenn. 


“Red” Harris was a star. He was con¬ 
sidered the best line-plunger for his 
weight that Auburn ever produced. His 
drive and his energy were too much for 
his build and he suffered a dislocated 
shoulder as the result of his terrific 
plunging tactics, the accident occuring in 
the Carlisle game. “Red” has been chos¬ 
en to head the athletic teams of the 
Springhill College at Mobile, Ala., and 
has a great field to display his talents 
and knowledge of football as well as the 
other sports. He will have associated 
with him Dr. John Rush, ’99. 

“Boozer” Pitts has been heralded as 
the greatest center Auburn ever had. 
Certainly he was one of the most aggres¬ 
sive and one of the brainest men that 
ever cared for the center of the line. 
He is now Professor of Mathematics and 
Athletic Director in the Technical High 
School, Atlanta, Ga. 

“Bill” Louisell completed his allotted 
term rather young. He was mentioned 
for all-Southern honors last season and 
were he allowed another season he would 
probably carry off all honors. But the 
fact that he made the team at such a 
young age was a handicap to him. He 
has returned to Auburn as Assistant 
Alumni Coach and will be given the 
task o# developing material from the raw 
recruits who report for duty.
